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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 2/21/2007, with respect to the drawing 
objection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of the drawings has 
been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 2/12/2007, with respect to the 102 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. In light of the amendments, the 102 
rejection of claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 12 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 2/12/2007, with respect to the 103 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. In light of the amendments, the 
103 rejections of claims 3-5, 8-10, 13, 22-26, and 28-32 have been withdrawn. 

The rejections of claim 11 and 27 are considered to be moot upon their cancellation. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-10, 12, 13, 22-26 and 28-32 are allowable. Claims 14-21, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), 
the restriction requirement among the inventions, Species 1-4, as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 6/23/2006, is hereby withdrawn and claims 14-21 are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.
